3 5 7 9 11 13-15 and 17-19 are not fully supported by the description. The description does not disclose the claimed invention in a 
manner sufficiently clear and complete for the claimed invention to be carried out by a person skilled in the art because: the instant 
specification does not provide the skilled artisan with clear and sufficient guidance and complete direction and instruction for treating 
inter alia atherosclerosis with the adnrinistration of the functional recitation of any and all cysteiny 1 leukotriene 2 receptor antagonists 
other than the two examples listed as compounds (I) and (II) on pages 8 and 9 of the instant specification. 
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
